PARIS, Oct. 20.—The Russian guests 


have sped their parting, and with 
their departure a calm has fallen upon 
the city as if, like a child tired with a 
day's sport, she had cried herself 
asleep. Not the least surprising fea- 
ture of the demonstrations was that the 
volatile population maintained their 
fervor for a week with no sign of be- 
coming tired of the succession of gai- 
eties or of (riving exuberant ex- 
pression 
to 
their 
feelings 
of 


friendship toward Russia and liking of 
every Russian. Noteworthy Is the fact 
that throughout the whole time the 
Russians were the city's gttests nothing 
occurred, nothing was said or written 
to emphasize the political aspsctof the 
reception or to offend the nobilities of 
France. If threats be excepted, the 
self-control manifested by the French 
people appears wonderful to those who 
understand 
the disposition of the 


French, and more particularly the 
Parisians. The action of the populace 
during the past few days is taken as 
proof that, contrary to the hopes en- 
tertained by the royalists, France does 
not need a monarchy to hold the peo- 
ple in restraint. 


"After the Ball." 


Parisians are now seeking amuse- 


ment in the incidents and side-lights 
of the festivities that amid the furor, 
while the Russians were in town, 
passed unnoticed. One thingthataffords 
them laughter is the statement that 
while here Admiral Avelan received 
10,000 letters. This huge mass of cor- 
respondence necessitated the constant 
service of four officers to attend to it 
Among these letters were thousands 
from ladies begging for an audience, a 
lock of the admiral's hair or his auto- 
graph. It is not plainly apparent who 
the joke is on—the writers or the 
unfortunate officers detailed to open and 
read the letters. It can be said, how- 
ever, that there were a few persons 
who imagine the officers thought the 
task imposed upon them was consola- 
tion for missing some of the festivi- 
ties 


It is said that Admiral Avelan in- 


tends to acknowledge the receipt of 
each of these letters, and that he will 
post the replies in a batch when the 
Russian fleet reaches the Pirareus, 
which will materially add to the Greek 
postal receipts. 


Fatal Bnthuaiasm.

USE OF BEACH PEBBLES. 


Ihey Are Onght Up to « Vmaj tooW»« 
Scoop and SoM tor GnmL 


Bright beach pebbles that have been 


rolled back and forth on the sandy; 
bore of Lake Michigan nobody knows, 
low long are used as a commercial, 
commodity in Chicago. They eventual-, 
y flnd themselves sticking in hot tar 
nd making the gravel part of gravel 
oofs; crushed'under heavy rollers for 
treet pavements; and packed away 
solidly as the base of made-stone side- 
walks. 
The most interesting operation 
hrotigh which these bright-colored 
its go Is the gathering. Men clad in 


trousers rolled up to the knees, shirt 
and straw hat, wade along the beach, 
where the water line makes the peb- 
bles show clearly. In their hands is a 
sort of net and hoe combined. The hoe 
iart is an open iron frame with a thin 
ihoe where the edge of the blade would 
>e- ^gtretchcd on this frame and bend- 
ng at an angle of forty-five degrees is 
a stout wire net. 
With the shoe the 


gravel is lifted from the beach and 
irawn back into the net, through 
which the adhered sand percolates. 


Having filled a net the workman 


with a peculiar fling lands the load 
against a sieve perched upon a wagon. 
Che sieve allows the pebbles of com- 
mercial sUe to pass through into the 
wagon and resects those too large, 
which fall back pattering into the road. 
t is a common thing to see two and 
hree wagons at a time bunched along 
,he beach in Lake View, each attended 
ly a bare-legged man with one of the 
wculiar gravel bcoopb in his hands—

The Name ot the JteyM Will Ap- 


pear Upon tbe Original. 


For greater safety and oonvamence a 


ehanee baa been made in the form of 
mon*y orders in tha poatoffioe depart- 
ment. Formerly the name ot the payee 
wai contained only in the letter of advice 
whioh was sent to tha paying office by 
the receiving clerk. 
Now the name ot 


the payee is required on the order proper 
aa wall as in the latter ot advice. 
At 


first this gives rise to some contusion, BJ 
people are not aoouatomed to the new 
style and take it to be the letter ot ad- 
Tiaa. One received recently waa refused 
at the bank, as they said it waa the ad- 
vice and should be exchanged with the 
sender for the order. But the new sj stem 
has a number ot advantages that will re- 
anlt in great good. 


It will be especially observed that a 


remitter may no w inform himself by ex- 
amination of the order before he mails it 
to the payee that the latter ie correctly 
designated'as each. There will be leas 
likelihood that the purchaser ot twooi- 
dere for the same amounts, but in favor 
of different persons, will Inclose the order 
intended for one payee in a letter ad- 
dressed to the other, aa is frequently the 
case at present, and if such mistake be 
made, each ot the representative payees 
will discover the error on receipt ot the 
order and may at once return it lor cor- 
rection without the delay of presenting 
it at the paying office. Orders will be 
readily negotiated, inasmuch as owner- 
ship of the order is distinctly shown on 
its face. 


Will Loee Tbeir Charters. 


A telegram from Springfield slates 


that within the next few weeks 10.000 or 
12,000 corporations organized under the 
laws of this state will lose their charters. 
A large number of them having no real 
existence will be summarily dropped 
from the records, while proceedings in 
oonrt will be instituted against the others 
to vacate their charters for a violation ol 
the anti-trust law. The law, as amended 
by the last legislature, required all corpo- 
rations doing business in Illinois, within 
thirty days after notice from the seore. 
tary of state, to file with the secretary an 
affidavit that such corporations are not 
connected 
with any trust, pool or 


combine.

sent ont blank affidavits in September 
and the thirty days expired last week 
Abont 10,000, or fully oee-third ot the 
entire number, ot the lette s sect ont 
have been returned by postmasters as 
"not found." This means that about 
that 
number ot corporations 
have 


no more than a nominal existence or that 
they are not maintaining an office in this 
State as the law requires. Their char- 
ters will be cancelled. Abont 1000 nom- 
inally lonated (it East St. Louis oau not 
be found. In other cases corporations 
known to be doing business have ignored 
the law. A list of all the delinquents will 
be made out and turned over to the At- 
torney General, nnd proceedings will be 
oommeBoed by tbo prosecuting attorneys 
in the several counties. It will require 
ten days or two weeks to complete tbia 
list, and until it K laid before the Attnr 
ney General all reports received, if prop- 
erly made ont, will be treated as if in 
strict conformity to the law.
